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AIR FRANCE JET EN ROUTE FROM 
I ■ ■ RIO DE JANEIRO TO PARIS MISSING 

■ AFTER HITTING THUNDERSTORMS

SAO PAULO, Brazil A missing Air France jet carry- 
ing 228 people from Rio de Janeiro to Paris ran 
into a towering wall of thunderstorms over the 
Atlantic Ocean, officials said Monday, fearing 
that all aboard were lost. 

The area where the plane could have gone 
down was vast, in the middle of very deep 
Atlantic Ocean waters between Brazil and 
the coast of Africa. Brazil’s military searched 
for it off its northeast coast, while the French 
military scoured the ocean near the Cape Verde 
Islands off the West African coast. 

French President Nicolas Sarkozy told fami- 
lies of those aboard that “prospects of finding 
survivors were very small.” If all 228 were killed, 
it would be the deadliest commercial airline 
disaster since 2001. 

Sarkozy, speaking at Paris’ Charles de Gaulle 
airport, said the reason for the disappearance 
remained unclear. He said “it will be very dif- 
ficult” to find the plane because the zone where 
it is believed to have disappeared “is immense.” 
He said France has asked for help from U.S. sat- 
ellites to locate the plane. 

Chief Air France spokesman Francois 
Brousse said “it is possible” the plane was hit by 
lightning, but aviation experts expressed doubt 
that a bolt of lightning was enough to bring the 
plane down. 

In Washington, a Pentagon official said he’d 


seen no indication that terrorism or foul play 
was involved. 

Sobbing relatives of people aboard the plane 
arrived at an airport in Sao Paulo to fly on to 
Rio de Janeiro, where Air France was assisting 
relatives. Andres Fernandes, his eyes tearing 
up, said a relative “was supposed to be on the

flight, but we need to confirm it,” Globo TV 
reported. 

If all 228 people were killed, it would be the 
deadliest commercial airline disaster since Nov 
12, 2001, when an American Airlines jetliner 
crashed in Queens, N.Y., during a flight to the 
Dominican Republic, killing 265 people.

‘Government Motors’ spurs ownership debate 



President Obama on Monday described the federal gov- 
ernment as a “reluctant shareholder” in GM. mct

President Obama pushed a humbled General Motors 
into bankruptcy on Monday and said the federal gov- 
ernment will act as “reluctant shareholder” when it 
assumes a 60 percent ownership of the smaller car- 
maker that emerges. 

The president said he hopes GM— once a proud 
symbol of American capitalism— would emerge quickly 
from bankruptcy court, and pledged up to $30 billion in 
additional federal assistance to help it get on its feet. 

The government’s partial stake in GM comes on top 
of a far smaller ownership of Chrysler, as well as signifi- 
cant federal equity in banks, the AIG insurance giant 
and two mortgage industry titans— all victims of an 
economic crisis unrivaled since the Great Depression. 


Republicans lobbed questions in Obama’s direction 
even before he finished speaking. 

“The only thing it makes clear is that the govern- 
ment is firmly in the business of running companies 
using taxpayer dollars,” said House Republican Leader 
John Boehner of Ohio. 

“Does anyone really believe that politicians and 
bureaucrats in Washington can successfully steer a 
multinational corporation to economic viability? It’s 
time for the administration to fully explain what the 
exit strategy is to get the U.S. government out of the 
board room once and for all,” Boehner said. 

But the president said the actions were part of a 
“viable, achievable plan that will give this iconic com- 
pany a chance to rise again.” 


PLANTS CLOSING, 
STOCKS HURTING 

GM said Monday it will 
permanently close nine 
more plants and idle three 
others to trim production 
and labor costs under 
bankruptcy protection, 
six of them in Michigan.

Summer activities are in full swing, but before 
you don that bathing suit, wait, you have 
some work to do.

RedEye to the rescue. We searched for the 
hottest neighborhood on the North, South 
and West Sides for adults younger than 35. 

We first turned to Metro Chicago 
Information Center, which uses a private 
software company to make population esti- 
mates based on modeled data. 

The results: Lakeview is the top commu- 
nity area in terms of highest concentration of 
people between the ages of 18 and 34. Lincoln 
Park came in No. 2, and Hyde Park and the 
Near West Side rounded out the top four. 

But how do you judge the trendiness of a 
neighborhood? 

Is it by the number of sidewalk Cornhole 
games? Lakeview would take that honor. 

How about highest concentration of inde- 
pendent bookstores and coffee shops? Hyde 
Park likely wins that prize. 

What about number of hip brunch spots? 
The Near West Side, which includes the 
West Loop and Greektown, would take the, 
er, crumb cake. 

In the end, we devised 10 categories for 
this showdown: some fun, some absurd, 
some necessary 

Lor Lakeview, Hyde Park and the Near 
West Side we measured: average rent, top 
music venue, premier event, celebrity who 
has called this community area home, num- 
ber of locations where Crocs can be pur- 
chased (cringe), number of bars allowed to 
stay open until 4 a.m. on weekdays, number 
of Starbucks locations (you maybe surprised), 
number of tanning salons, bike friendliness 
(based on number of bike shops and miles of 
bike lanes) and parking friendliness (based on 
number of parking meters).

A lawyer for a Chicago police offi- 
cer accused of beating a woman bar- 
tender in February 2007 contended 
at the start of the trial Monday that 
the bartender was the aggressor, say- 
ing she tossed the beefy cop “around 
like a rag doll.” 

Meanwhile, the bartender, Karolina 
Obrycka, took the witness stand but 
appeared reluctant to watch as the 
infamous videotape of the incident 
was played. She said she was “tired of 
looking at him kicking me.” 

The lawyer for Officer Anthony 
Abbate, 40, a 12-year police veteran 
who was then off-duty elected to have 
Circuit Judge John J. Fleming, not a 
jury, decide his fate. 

In a surprise in his opening remarks, 
Abbate’s lawyer, Peter Hickey, tried 
to portray Obrycka as the aggressor 
even though she was about half the 
size of Abbate. 

“Defenseless? I think not,” Hickey 
said. “She grabbed him, she tossed 
him around like a rag doll. If not for a 
garbage can that held him up against 
the bar, she would have had him on 
the ground.” 

The beating more than two years 
ago was aired widely on the Internet 
and cable news and ultimately contrib- 
uted to the sudden retirement of then- 
Police Supt. Philip Cline and the over- 
haul of the agency that investigates 
allegations of wrongdoing by officers. 

Abbate is charged with 15 felony 
counts of aggravated battery in a 
public place, communication with a 
witness, intimidation, conspiracy and 
official misconduct. He faces up to 
five years in prison if he is convicted.

CHICAGO COP DIES AFTER SHOOTING IN WEST ENGLEWOOD

A plain-clothes Chicago police officer died 
Monday afternoon after being shot in the head 
early Monday in West Englewood, authorities 
said. 

Alejandro ‘Alex” Valadez, 27, died about 2:40 
p.m., police Supt. Jody Weis said. He is the third 
officer killed in the line of duty in the past 12 
months. 

Weis said Valadez had been on life support and 
his family had donated his organs. Weis called 
Valadez, a “great officer” who had distinguished 
himself in his three-year career. 

Family members would not comment but 
Weis said that Valadez’ brother, sister and fiance 
are all police officers. He said while the family 


knew the risks that come with the job he said 
the family was, “devastated.” 

The shooting occurred about 12:30 a.m. in the 
6000 block of South Hermitage Avenue as the 
three-year veteran and his partner were investi- 
gating a report of shots fired. 

Police sources said investigators were “zeroing 
in” on suspects and hoped to announce arrests 
soon. 

Weis would say only: “There are some very 
good investigative leads right now” 

Valadez joined the Chicago Police Department 
in December 2005 and was most recently 
assigned to the Englewood District, police said. 
He earned a department commendation and 22 
honorable mentions. 


As reporters converged on Valadez’s neighbor- 
hood after his shooting, neighbors said they had 
heard about the tragedy 

Neighbor Julia Gonzalez, 39, said she had a 
sinking feeling when she saw the reporters and 
noticed the police car in front of the officer’s 
home. She said the officer moved into the area 
about a year ago. She described him as friendly 
and a “good neighbor.” 

She said that he assisted her in getting aid to 
an injured rabbit she had on her property She 
said the officer often worked on his home with 
his father, and she often saw him leave for work 
in the morning. 

“I felt safe living next door because he is a 
police officer,” Gonzalez said. “I pray for him.” 


Forensics officers document the crime scene in

Admittedly, Huet was a source of frustra- 
tion all season with inconsistent play But 
when given a chance to start with Khabi 
injured, he had a stretch where he gave up 
one goal or less in eight of 10 starts. 

Huet surprisingly has a lower career goals 
against average and higher save percent- 
age than Khabi (really). When looking into

What’s the weirdest thing you’ve 
seen wash up on the beach? 

Everything washes up on the 
beach, from clothes to crayfish ... 
to golf bd Is. We hive a golf range 
nor too far {away] ... and there are 
so many golf ball s in the water. 

We have enough to have our own 


range here on the beach if we 
wanted— I actually picked up a 
golf club once. 

What are some of your on-duty 
essentials? 

I have about 10 pairs of sunglasses. 
It just comes with being a life- 
guard, I alternate, and sometimes 
you need a darker pair or a lighter 
pair, I always bring two or three, 
just because you never know if 
someone else might need a pain 
One time I lost them in the water, 
so I always have on extra, in case. 

Ever have any teenage boys pre- 
tend they’re drowning In hopes 
you'll give them mouth to mouth? 

What's really funny is that some 
people will come up to me and 
designate me as their personal 
lifeguard and tell me, “If! drown, 


I want you to save me— only you 
can save me.” I think it's flattering. 

Any real lifesaving tales toshare? 

Well, at the beach, wc mostly just 
do prevention and stop it before it 
gets to that point. At the most, we 
might just have to warn a patron 
that they're going out too far. Tr's 
never happened to me as long as 
I've been here, which is actually a 
good thing. Most people confuse 
it and think if you don't save any- 
body; you're not a good lif eguard.

Granted, my psyc ho- 
logical profile might 
scare off some potential 
employers. It says I’m 
an excitable, charismat- 
ic, brave daredevil ... and, oh yeah, I’m insane. 

Tha t leaves me three career paths: astro- 
naut, international superspv or creature -robot 
cross -breeder. That's the great thing about 
being a Sim, Even the most dysfunctional per- 
sonality can find a niche. 

Millions o I people have discovered their alter 
egos in the universe of “The Sims” since the 
series launched in 2000, It's a chance to explore 
the road not taken: What if Fd decided to go to 
med school instead of joining the Army? What 
ii l dedicated my existence to chasing women 
instead of settling down and starting a family? 

Sims fans will be delighted to discover that 
the character options in The Sims 3 have 
expanded exponentially. After youVe chosen 
your Sim's physical characteristics (gender, 
skin color, age, weight, clothing), you're asked 
to select five personality traits. The dozens of 
options can be good (athletic, friendly), bad 
(neurotic, mean-spirited) or weird (hydropho- 
bic?) and your choices lead to three “lifetime 
wishes,” That's how IVe ended up trying to 
cross-breed a chicken and a toaster. 


You can iil so begin with a preset household, 
assuming the role(s) of a bitter widow; a pair 
of married tcch geniuses or a rambunctious 
family of six, for example. The more Sims you 
control the more challenging the game gets, 
so it's best to start solo. 

Your alternate existence begins in a lively 
town called Sunset Valley. It’s already equipped 
with stores, restaurants, a gym, a school and 
a dozen or so other landmarks, so it's worth 
your while to explore the neighborhood 
before you rake on a job. Once you join the rat 
race, you can take your career as seriously as 
you want— work hard and suck up to rhe boss, 


or take it easy and schmooze around the water 
cooler. 

There arc plenty of computer-controlled 
Sims living in Sunset Valley bv the time you 
move in. You can meet them at the art muse- 
um or the park, or you can visit them at their 
homes. Depending on your personality traits, 
some will like you and some will want nothing 
to do wirh you. The artificial intelligence is 
more robust than ever, providing a wade diver- 
sity of personalities to interact with. 

Sunset Valley is the most interesting space 
the Sims team has ever created, with a real 
lived-in feel. But if you log onto rhe Sims 3

Web site, you can download a second loca- 
tion, the more bucolic Riveryiew You also can 
download more clothes and furniture, or grab 
tools that allow you to make and upload your 
own Sims movies. 

The Sims 3 is just about everything a fan 
could hope for: It's easier ro use, the options 
arc vastly more generous, and it seems infi- 
nitely expandable. Even Sims skeptics— those 
turned off by the mundanity of previous 
games— may find themselves draw n to fulfill 
some of rhe weirder Li fetime Wishes, It's a 
brave new world.
